Georgia now is set for a wide-open 
political scramble. 

And may the best man win. 

The preliminary ground rules, at least, 
have been laid down by Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook’s ruling that both Gov. Talmadge 
and former Gov. Arnall are eligible to 
hold the Governor’s office for a four-year 
term if elected. 

_. Mr. Cook’s ruling is clear, logical and 
sensible. } | 

We are glad the Attorney General 
didn’t dodge the issue. He easily might 
have done so. It is whispered that some 
prodding was necessary and if that be 


™ true we are glad the prodders were about. 


_ However, it was a difficult assignment 
at best, made doubly so by the Attorney 
General’s unofficial opinion given news- 
men in 1948 that the winner of the special 
election would not be eligible to run in 

the 1950 general election. Mr. Cook gave 
that opinion on the spur of the moment. 


It was strictly unofficial. He ought not. 


to be held accountable for it. The fact 
remains that he had the courage to re- 
verse himself.

year term he (the Governor) shall not be 
eligible to be re-elected for the next suc- 
ceeding four-year term or any part 
thereof.” | 

The Constitutional Commission decid- 
ed there ought not to be any restriction 
on succession and did not include it in 
its draft of the new document. But the 
Committee of the Legislature considering 
the new constitution thought otherwise 
and restored the restriction. In an at- 
tempt to clarify the effect upon the Gov- 
ernor then in office the Committee in- 
serted what many have construed to be 
ambiguous language. 

Gov. Talmadge, then, is not serving a 
full term as defined by the constitution. 
Likewise, when Gov. Arnall remained in 
office five days beyond expiration of his 
term he was complying with Constitu- 
tional provision that a Governor remain 
in office until his successor is duly elect- 
ed and qualified. Gov. Arnall was wait- 
ing for Thompson or Talmadge to be 


qualified, and his term did not exceed the 


constitutional provision. 

We can’t now see any reason for an 
appeal to the courts. Mr. Cook’s ruling 
ought to be satisfactory all the way 
around. 

Let the election come—and, as we said, 
let the best man win—be it Talmadge, 
Arnall or someone, completely new. 

The field is wide open, regardless of 
previous servitude.

Constitutional Board Needed 


Yesterday Sen. Knox Gholston an- 
nounced he is ready to “fight to a finish” 
for his highway reorganization plan at the 
forthcoming session of the General As- 
sembly. 

Last Sunday The Atlanta Constitution 
indorsed the Talmadge plan after plug- 
ging for months for a compromise. That 
campaign was in part successful. 

We advocate the Talmadge plan chief- 
ly because the Governor proposes to carry 
out his platform pledge for a constitution- 
al highway board. 

Sen. Gholston admits his plan does not 
have the support to put through the Gen- 
eral Assemble necessary legislation for a

constitutional amendment to be submitted 
to the people.

Gholston contended 
that a statutory change would be little or 
no better than any change at all.

On Tax Revision — 


(Ralph McGill is on vacation. During 
tribute guest columns in t "> + 
fs by Gov.

The main problems of finance that we have in Georgia are prin- 
cipally in four departments of the State government which’ 4 the 
present time expend 95 percent of the revenue. These departments 
are Health, Education, Welfare and Highways. 

One thing that has compounded our difficulty in these depart- 

ments is the necessity of raising funds to match Federal fund allo- 
cations allotted to Georgia. These funds are usually conditioned 
upon the State putting up a certain percentage. 
_ The Federal Government is constantly broadening and expand- 
ing their programs dealing with grants to States for welfare and 
building services. It is reasonable to suppose that in the transfor- 
mation from wartime to peacetime economy that these programs 
might be further stepped up in order to stimulate employment. 
Certainly, Georgia should be in a position to take full advantage 
“ existing programs and those likely to be adopted in the near 
uture. 

During the deliberations of the Tax Revision Committee, depart- 
ment head after department head testified in regard to the operation 
of their respective departments. Dr, Collins, Dr. Sellers, Mr. Gillis, 
Judge Kemper and others appeared before the Committee and out- 
lined, in detail, the constructive work being done in their respective 
fields, and demonstrated forcibly how additional funds could be 
utilized justifiably in carrying out the aims and programs of their 


respective activities. 
Efficient Nonpartisan observers must admit that every depart- 
ment of the State government today is operating at 
the highest degree of honesty and efficiency in its history. This 
statement holds true particularly for the Revenue Department, 
which is the agency for collecting taxes due the State. We are 
invoking new administrative procedures, and have, under the frame- 
work of the present law, augmented the personnel of some of’ the 
units, thus greatly increasing efficiency. 

There are some who have tried to sell the people of Georgia on 
the proposition that our tax laws are archaic, antique and out of 
date. They frequently compare what they call the “hodgepodge” 
in Georgia with the tax system in vogue in the State of North 
Carolina. 

A study of the revenue laws of that State will reveal that North 
Carolina has practically the same identical laws we do here in 
Georgia with the exception that they also have, in addition to what 
we have, a 3 percent sales tax, a 6 percent gross receipts tax on 
public utilities and a higher income tax. 

Another fallacious argument frequently advanced by those who 
seek to saddle oppressive taxation on our people is the low amount 
of tax per capita that our citizens pay compared with the total paid 
by citizens who reside in the richer States. They do not stop to 
point out that the average incomes in these States are twice and 
three times that in Georgia. 

Our general tax laws in this State have been evolved over a 
period of years and a great deal of thought and deliberation has 
gone into their enaction. They have been framed by our leaders 
who took into consideration the extent of our resources, or to put it 
plainer, “how much the traffic would bear.” Our lawmakers know 
that we cannot levy taxation which would burden our farmers or 
drive our business enterprises in this State to bankruptcy. 


*ac There are some inequities in the present tax laws 
Inequities of Georgia which should be corrected at the next 
session of the General Assembly. The solons should repeal the so- 
— nuisance taxes which produce very little and cost much to 
collect. 

Repeal of these burdensome license taxes, which total in the 
hundreds and are levied on practically every pursuit, calling, pro- 
fession, corporation and business in the State of Georgia, will cer- 
tainly meet with the unanimous approval of our people. I have 
had many merchants to come in my office and tell me that they live 
in constant dread of collection agents coming in their places of 
business and telling them that they are several years behind for 
one of these nuisance taxes which they did not know anything about. 

One of the most complex problems with which the Assembly will 
have to deal is that of ad valorem or taxation on real and personal 
property. The State, county and local governments now levy this 
tax. The State is limited by the Constitution in the amount it can 
levy to five mills. The greatest difficulty is attaining equalization of 
assessments throughout the State. Other States who have had the 
same trouble have sought to meet it by widely differing corrective 


‘methods, some of which have been effective while others have been 


of little benefit. I believe that the Legislature should propose a 
constitutional amendment to the people at the next general election, 
withdrawing 'the State from the ad valorem field, leaving this method 
entirely to countiés and cities. This reform‘has had my repeated 
indorsement in the past, and also has the approval of the County 
Commissioners’ Association of Georgia, who have adopted resolu- 
tions from time time urging this step. 

There have been suggestions from some quarters that we should 
raise the rate or lower the exemptions on State income tax. This 
field is one which the Federal Government has largely appropriated 
unto itself. We cannot look to this source for any increase in our 
State’s revenue. The Federal Government has reached the satura- 
tion point, and we cannot compound that saturation. 

Debt Governors since the State was founded have been plagued 
upon coming into office with a heavy bonded indebtedness. 
The inflated war economy made it possible for the State to finally 
pay off afl of its bonded indebtedness and to take care of its current 
obligations. Fortunately, it is the present administration’s policy 
to keep it that way. We regret that during the war years and the 
years that immediately followed, a good bit of our tax money was 
wasted through negotiated highway contracts and nonproductive 
employees who were just on the payroll doing no work at all. This 
money could well have been saved to carry us over the hump, 
which we will face in what some believe to be the near future. 

Financial problems of all units of government today on the local, 
State and Federal levels are caused by the fact that more and more 
of our citizens are demanding and expecting more and more services 
of our government. If the people desire all of these services they 
must make up their mind to pay taxes for them. In other words, if 
we ride the train, we will have to pay the freight. 

The difficult part of financing our State government today is 
due to the fact that the Federal Government collects five times as 
much revenue in Georgia as does the State itself. Because of this 
fact alone, we are rapidly approaching the point of diminishing 
returns. It is also-interesting to note that the Federal Government 
is now collecting from Georgians in taxes five times what they did 
10 years ago, or in excess of $500,000,000 ‘per year. 

No one can predict with accuracy the effect future economic 
conditions will have upon the State’s revenue. The General Assem- 
bly should bear this important fact in mind in all of its deliberations.

Vapor Trail? = 


Editor Constitution: In your paper of Jan. 3; * 


1950, you published a letter by Esther H. Cox” 
in which was described a strange object seen 
late Friday afternoon. From the description given, 
this long, white object would seem-to possess the. 


characteristics of a vapor trail which is often — 


formed by an aircraft flying at high altitude. 
These vapor trails-sometimes can be terminated 
abruptly by a change in altitude or power setting. 
Vapor trails, like smoke, diffuse and will appéar 
larger after a short time. 

An aircraft at a sufficient altitude to produce- 
this phenomena probably would not be spotted 
from the ground, especially after the trail had 
ceased. 

The figure seemed to be moving from north- 
east to southwest. A check with the weather 
bureau would indicate if the winds aloft at that 
time would have favored movement in that direc- 
tion. We have observed several vapor trails over 
Atlanta during the last few months.

‘Plan’ Would Protect Employees 


Opposition to the Local Government Commission’s “Plan of Improvement” for 
Atlanta and Fulton County is almost certain to come from many city and county 
employees of governmental departments which would be consolidated under the 


plan. 


This seems likely to come particularly from those employees who are 


i _ afraid they might lose their jobs, as well ‘as others who may be capable work- 
ers, happy in their present positions and well satisfied with their present department heads or bosses. 


In the “Plan of Improvement,” however, the 
Commission has made every effort to protect the 
ob rights of employees who would be affected 
y the consolidation or curtailment of services. 


At the same time, the, Commission has sought 
“to assure the taxpayers that unnecessary posi- 
tions will subsequently be eliminated.” — 


The jobs ofall workers, however, would be 
protected for a period of at least six months after 
the consolidation of departments. 


The plan calls for regular full-time employees 
with specific minimum service records to be trans- 
ferred immediately and automatically to the pay 
roll of the receiving department. |

All transferred employees would immedi- 
ately be assigned to the department in the

A procedure would be set up to determine the 
number of unnecessary positions, if any, in new 
or consolidated departments. Following this pro- 
cedure, the chief personnel officer of each gov- 
ernment would prepare reduction-in-force lists on 
which each employee in the affected positions 
would be rated according to seniority, efficiency 
and veteran’s status. 


Those with the lowest ratings would be noti- 
fied of their possible separation from the gov- 
ernment. They would be given top priority, how- 
ever, for any vacancies for which they are quali- 
fied occurring elsewhere in the government. 


If not placed after six months following the 
effective date of consolidation (during which 
period they would remain on the pay roll with 
full seniority rights), their employment would 
be terminated. They would continue to énjoy 
priority for subsequent placement in the gov- 
ernment, however. 


The Commission stipulated, however, that 
“nothing in these policies would affect the exist- 
ing rights of employing or supervising officers to 
dismiss employees for inefficiency, incompetence 
or other grounds set forth in existing laws and 
regulations.”

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One of the most helpful services I know is the soil- 
testing service of the University System. Soil samples are 
taken by the farmers and sent or taken to the Experiment 
Station at Griffin or to the College of Agriculture at 
Athens. The soils are analyzed and the farmer is told what 
the soils lack in the way of plant food. When the farmer 
gets this information he knows what to do about it. 

Lately the service has been 


drastically improved. The Grif- 
fin station has installed a mobile 
unit which goes from county to 
county depending on the time 
available (they are busy people), 
and analyze the samples right 
on the spot. Neighbors bring in 
their soil samples to thé farm 
selected by the station, and these 
samples are run at once and 
the answer ziven. The farmer 
then can go on home and get 
busy overcoming the plant food 
deficiencies. 

This is a far cry from the old 
days of using about 200 pounds 
of acid phosphate to the acre on 
cotton’ or other row crops and 
about 75 pounds of nitrate of 
goda when the crop was ap- 
proaching maturity. This was 
completely hit-or-miss. Now the
